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Instructors Schmitz, Battin 
To Vie For State Senate Seat 


For the first time in the 
history of Santa Ana Col- 
lege, two instructors will 
square off for the 35th 
state senate seat in the 
November general election. 


John Schmitz, political science 
instructor, scored a major upset 
in the GOP column for the seat 
being vacated by retiring John 
Murdy Jr., while parttime busi- 
ness law instructor Robert Battin 
won a similar surprise victory 
from the Democratic camp for 
the senatorial district, which in- 


cludes all of Orange County. 

Defeating former Assembly- 
man Bruce Sumner, Schmitz’ 
victory forced political analysts 
to climb a poll and re-evaluate 
their findings as he rolled up a 
sizeable 4,000 vote margin over 
Sumner inunofficial returnsfrom 
all the county’s 1,932 precincts. 

FINAL TALLIES 

Final tallies gave Schmitz 
52,208; Sumner, 48,866; Ray V. 
Long, 17,713; Ben F. Davis, 11, 
742; Alvin Learned, 6,680; and 
“dropout” Max Sturges, 4,432. 

Battin, a Santa Ana attorney, 
edged the Democratic favorite,

College Young Republicans 
president Bob Parsons said the 
June 2 primary represented “to- 
tal victory for conservative Re- 
licans.”’ 

PRE-DAWN EFFORT 

“Goldwater won a substantial 
victory, carrying Orange County 
two to one,” noted Parsons. ‘‘Vol- 
unteer support (grass roots) won 
over the big money in Califor- 
nia,” he declared,

INCOME 


Following a week of ex- 
amination, Student Council 
gave its final approval 
Tuesday to a record $100,- 
350 budget for 1964-65, an 
increase of more than 
$6,000 from this year’s esti- 
mated $94,000 budget. 


Treasurer Gary Anderson, 
budget committee chairman, said 
the policy is, ‘‘We cannot spend 
money_we do not have.” 

He emphasized that the budget 
is based on this principle with 
full consideration to a) the rela- 
tion of edch activity to all others 
and b) essential needs in estab- 
lishing student activities. 

COSTS TRIPLED 

Allocations of $1,800 for 
swimming and $1,200 for water 
polo were sharp increases in the 
$37,568 athletic budget. Meals 
and transportation expenses were 
cited for the nearly tripled swim- 
ming costs and doubled water 
polo funds, previously $560 and 
$650, respectively. 

Student activities were allocat- 
ed an additional $350 for an 
achievement awards banquet. 
Funds were also earmarked for 
eight new student scholarships 
totaling $400 and two student

Capital outlay expenditures 
for furniture and equipment 
leaped from $800 to $3,000 to 
cover costs for a new projector 
in Phillips Hall, stage risers in

DRAMA BOOSTED 

Drama income increased $500 
to a total $2,100 with the start 
of a new summer series this 
month. Artists series and plays 
were allocated $800 apiece. 

Formulation of the adopted 
budget came after nearly six 
weeks of study by an eight-mem- 
ber student-administrative com- 
mittee. 

Under the new ASSAC Con- 
stitution, President Wilson shall 
be responsible for forming a 
budget committee and directing 
programs under the current bud- 
get. The Senate would approve 
the budget before June 15 for 
the following fiscal year. 

Committee members would in- 
clude incoming and _ outgoing’ 
ASSAC president; vice-president, 


treasurer, two Senate Finance 
Committee members, business 
manager, dean of _ students, 


associate deans of students and 
one interested student appointed 
by President Wilson.

“They lived with us, ate with 
us and worked with us,” smiled 
Dr. Armstrong.

In 
fact I went to college on a 
football scholarship.” z 


Dr. Armstrong said he has al- 
ways been, “first and foremost, 
a teacher. The faculty sees me as 
a fellow teacher and I like to 
think that students see me as a 
friend and a teacher.

Caruthers, Santa Ana _ high 
jumper. Caruthers hasn’t gone 
over that 7-foot barrier yet but 
he knows that it is just a matter 
* of time. 

The highest Carruthers has 
jumped in his career was 6-11% 
at the Eastern Conference Finals 
held recently at Citrus. This feat 
broke the conference record by 
four inches, 

So far the 7-foot jump is a 
psychological hinderance to Car- 
uthers. “The bar could be set at 
6-11 15/16 and I can make it, 
but when that bar goes up:one 
more 1/16 I just can’t clear it,” 
he explained. 

GOOD SPRING 


Caruthers isn’t exceedingly tall 
for he stands 6-3%”. There are 
many taller high jumpers, but he 
believes that his spring is better 
than most.

faultless kick.” Every time I’ve 
missed at 7-feet the trail leg has 
knocked off the bar, the rest of 
my body has always cleared.’ 


Many thoughts go through Ed’s 
mind when he is waiting his turn 
to jump. “Just before I take off, 
I keep telling myself that I can 
make it, I can make it,” said Ed. 


Like most athletes Ed feels 
the pressure during a meet. “I 
jump my best when I’m alone, 
that is when all the other jumpers 
have dropped out of competition, 
then the pressure is off and I am 
relaxed,” believes Caruthers. 


LIKES PRESSURE 


Ed also pointed out that 
sometimes pressure does help. 
“One jump can mean winning or 
losing, I know I have to clear the 
bar in order to win, it’s a do or 
die jump,” spoke Ed. 


Presently Ed is pointing to the 
1964 Olympic Games in Japan. 
The three top high jumpers of 
America will qualify for the trip, 
plus one alternate. “I believe that 
I have a real good chance of ma- 
king the team,” thinks Ed. 


Caruthers has the third best 
outdoor jump this season in the 
nation. However, Ed knows that 
many of this country’s top jum- 
pers have just started competing 
and won’t hit their peak until the 
summer. 


On June 26 and 27 Ed will tra- 
vel to New Brunswick, New Jer- 
sey to take part in the AAU meet. 
This meet determines the repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
for the annual Russian meet held 
in this country in late July. “I 
really would like a crack at the 
Russians and Valery Brommell.” 
dreams Ed. Brommell is the world 
record holder in the high jump 
having cleared over 7-6. 


After competing in the AAU 
meet for a spot in the Russian 
meet, Ed will go to New York on 
July 3-4 and enter the Olympic 
Prelims. Ed will have to qualify 
in the top six in order to go back 
to Los Angeles in September for 
the final Olympic Trials. 


BACK IN ’68 


Ed wants very much to make 
this Olympic squad but won’t quit 
if he doesn’t. “If I don’t make the 
Olympics this year then I'll point 
to the 1968 squad by then I’lljust 
be 23.” he said. 

During Ed’s senioryear in high 
school he won the State Meet at 
6-9% missing the National re- 
cord by a % inch. He calls this 
“one of my biggest disappoint- 
ments.”’ 

In high school Ed jumped 
against older competition andlike 
most young men was awed by 
their presence. “In high school I 


knew that I couldn’t beat older : 


and more experienced jumpers, 
now I feel that if I jump my best 
I can beat anybody.” 


Ed’s personal life hasn’t chan- 
ged any, except that now his 
friends call him ‘‘7-foot Ed.” He 
also feels sort of funny when he 
is asked for his autograph. “It 
gives one a feeling of achieve- 
ment but I still haven’t got used 
to it,” laughs Ed. 

“My goal in high jumping is 
7-6, and I know that someday I 
will clear it, if I can get over 7- 
feet first,” moaned Ed, “some- 
times I even put that bar up to 
8-feet and think real hard about 
making it too, but that 7-feet 
really bugs me. 

“T enjoy being an athlete and 
taking part in sports. Sometimes 
it’s |fun just going to a track 
meet and watching others per- 
form. There’s no other experien- 
ce to compare with winning in 
sports,” says ‘‘7-foot” Ed.

In Fall Recruiting Drive
